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NOTES OF THE WEEK.

The issue of an anti-Semitic placard in Dublin is of too insignificant a charac- 
ter to deserve serious notice. But it breaks the proud monopoly that Ireland has 
hitherto possessed of being the only country which has never been unfair to Jews. 
The local press, headed by the Freeman's Journal, has fortunately taken a just and 
generous attitude upon the subject, and has treated the placard with the contemp- 
tuous indignation which it deserves. The generous enthusiasm of the Celt for the 
ideal gives us every confidence that the claims of justice will not be disre- 
garded in the case of Irish Jews at a moment when other claims are being 
urged on thenotice of the world. 


On Sunday, November 7th, the new session of the Jews’ College Literary 
Society will be_opened by Dr. Neubauer, of Oxford, with a Paper on “The Jewish 
Sects.” The list vf lecturers who have already undertaken to contribute papers 
during the session includes the names of most of our prominent scholars and 
men of letters, and the fare offered will be sufliciently varied to guit all 
tastes. Itis to be hoped that the general public, which gathered in con- 
siderable force at last year’s meetings, will maintain its interest in the subject 
of Hebrew Literature. We have little doubt that this hope will be more than 
realized. The Anglo-Jewish public has never before had so regular and, on the 
whole, so excellent a means of hearing lectures on Jewish literary and philosophi. 
eal topics, and we shall be much surprised if full use is not made of the 
present favourable opportunity. 


The notorious Jew-hating journal par excellence in Russia, the Nowoje 
‘Wremja of St. Petersburg, lately hatched a sensational canard in declaring “ La 
France Juive” to be the collective production of several of the most notable 
authors in France. Amongthe secret collaborators of M. Drumont the Nowoje 
Wremja named the realistic novelist, M. Emile Zola, and as this writer is well 
known in Russia the allegation attracted considerable notice. A well known 
Jewish lawyer in Kiew thereupon wrote to M. Zola, putting the question point- 
blank whether the insinuation of the St. Petersburg hewspaper was true, and in 
reply received a most emphatic denial from the Parisian author. “ Aj] my 
writings,” said M. Zola, “ suftice to refute my co-operation ina work, whose form 
considerations and tendencies | altogether condemn.” 


The complaints made—which we believe to be greatly exaggerated— 
respecting discourtesy shown to visitors at the al Street Synagoguo will 
have a satisfactory result if they lead to the provision @f supplementary accom- 
modation for divine worship at the West End during the High Festivals. Such 
temporary provision for strangers and even residents appears to be required. 
The permanent synagogues are overcrowded and inany persons are unable to gain 
admission ta a place of worship on the days held sacred even by the least earnest 
Jew. ‘The claims of the poor also should be regarded. At the St. Petersburgh 
Place Synagogue there are free seats but there are not any at the other synago- 


gues except for the “ Minyan’Men,” and eventhe seats of these are “ exploited ” | 


tv increase the revenue. In the City ind East End there is plenty of accommoda- 
tion forthe poor—the Free School alone has its thousands of worshippers—and 
forthe working man there is the Hebra. But inthe West it is erroneously supposed 
that all Jewish residents can afford to rent a seat in a synagogue. The children, 
too, deserve more consideration than a few rout seats in gangways. 


Tae recently deceased Lotendant General of the Royal Theatres in Berlin, 
Herr von Hulsen, deserves a tribute of recognition at the hands of the Jewish 
body. At the time when anti-Semitism begaa to rear its head in the German 
capital, Herr von Hulsen frequently expressed his condemnation of the scanda- 
lous proceedings of Sticker and his associates. When later the Judenhetze was 
in fall swing, the Intendant General retorted by producing “ Nathan der Weise,” 
and this masterpiece of Lessing was performed so frequently that the theatre- 
going public perceived in the selection of the play a protest against the dissemi- 
nation of racial and religious hatred. That Herr von Hulsen converted the stage 
into a pulpit, from which Lessing's eloquent doctrines were preached with telling 
effect, whilst a Court Chaplain was poisoning the minds of the masses with anti- 
Jewish teachings, wasan event which should not be left unnoticed, now that the 
man who gave the example of toleration is no more.

S1r,— While thanking you for your able and sympathetic article on the Anglo- 
Jewish Aesociation in your last issue, [ should be glad if you would allow me to 
express my dissent from your views on one important point. 

You seem to consider that the present ansatisfactory financial position of the 
inetitation is partly or principally owing to the establishment of the Educational 
Fund. So far as regards the Manchester Branch over which I have the honour to 
preside,though our collection already amounts to nearly athoneand pounds, instead, 
of diminishing our income it has been the means of procuring a number of additional 
annual subscribers to the General Funds, 

‘The idea of our Educational Fund was first mooted, owing to the utter inade- 
quacy of the ordinary income to the necessary work especially after the declaration 
of the Alliance Israélite, that they could not for some years open more schools— 

although thousands of poor Jewish children in the East are still deprived of the 
blessings of education. 

One member of the Alliance (Baron de Hirsch) has founded a similar fund in 
Paris and endowed it witha million francs, 

Shall it be said that the whole Jewish community of the greatest Empire in 
the world is unable to raise a fourth of this amount for the noblest work which 
religion and civilisation alike enjoin |

THE FINANCES OF THE UNSITED SYNAGOGUE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE *“ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sin,—Mr,. Samuel Montagu refused to act on the Committee elected by the 
Council to propose a scheme for the re-arrangement of the Finances of the United 
Synagogue. For this he is much to be blamed,and it is a matter of universa 
regret ; it wae a palpable blunder, besides being a breach of faith of the Executive 
Committee in not adding to their number the names of men  ualified to represen 
the interests of the City and East End Synagogues. The words “ power to add to 
the number of the Select Committee,” were for this especial purpose only, whereas 
the name of Mr, Algernon Sydney was only added, The people of East London con - 
eider this unfair and unjust to them, and as their representative I ask you to 
insert this letter in-your valuable paper because I was unable, through illness, to 
attend the last Council meeting and put in a protest against their action. I have 
used similar arguments to my friend Mr. Montagu, namely, that the City and Nast 
End Synagogues should be taxed at a lower rate for communal purposes than the 
wealthy West End Synagogues; this would enable the East End and City Syna- 
gogues, first, to pay their outgoings, secondly, it would enable the Executive of 
the synagogoes to employ higher class Readers, and what is most essential, a 
Preacher, In the interest and future welfare of the people and of the East London 
Synagogue I moet earnestly point out that if the best sort of Readersand Preachers 
are necessary to the West End worshippers, surely they are needed more at the 
East London Synagogues, And lastly, I must point out that ander the present scheme 
the deficite of five of the synagogues will increase,and then the Council will 
enforce the clause enabling them to close any synagogue which cannot pay its way, 
thus making the richer synagogues more wealthy because the interest of the value 
ofthe property will lighten their burdens, which will assist but little the syna 
gogues with diminished incomes,

Sir,—As one of the most active critics of the scheme for the Union of the 
Synagogue in 1867 which I supported from the Liberal point of view, and as I still 
retain an active interest in Jewish racial matters, although I have still further 
receded from the dogmatic standpoint of the Jewish authorities, I claim my right to 
join in the fray resulting from the recent meeting to consider an amended scheme. 
In the first place I do not feel interested in the financial part of the scheme, 
although many Jewish freethinkers contribute liberally to the support of the 
synagogue. Religion and finance ara irreconcileable terms and therefore I will leave 
finance to Lord Rothschild, What I wieh to draw particular attention 
to is that in the heated discussions in which party feeling seems to have taken the 
place of communal interest some of the end resolutions were not discussed at all 
such as that peculiar ove which stated “ That the synagogue authorities might 
charge the wives, mothers or sisters of persons who are not members of the syna- 
gogues a larger seat rental than the ordinary rate.’ 

I rent a seat in a synagogue which I never occupy, as I feela distaste for our 
supernatural and irrational ritual, but if this regulation is to be carried out I should 
pe inclined to put it to the test by giving up my seat. 

Asa matter of expediency it stands self condemned and ranks with the perse- 
cution which drove Spinoza from the Amsterdam Synagogue, Disraeli from the 
Spanish and Portuguese, D2 Worms from the Anglo-Jewish Association, and the 
edict of the Spanish and Portuguese authorities when they refused to relieve 
paupers who did not attend synagogue. 

As there are now some hundreds of Jewish Freethinkers seatholders who feel 
inclined to remain of the synagogue though not in it, surely the time has arrived 
when they should be dealt with in a purely ethical and charitable spirit, and [am 

quite sure that thia is the matter which demands the attention of the Council of the 
United Synagogue after they have finished squabbling over the finances,

In either cas 
we muy promise that the movement, if it should come to a head, wiil enjoy 
a brief existence. The soil of Ireland does not now. take kindly t 
religious persecution. It has had too bitteran experience of the evil to enjoy it, 
and th se who were its victims, having uow received their freedom, will not pius 
to throttle its attempted revival in any form, and will not be over particular in 
their method of dealing with the promote s. This much only we say for the present. 
If the wretched affair assumes a more serious aspect, we shall speak at greater length 
aud with no lack of plainness, 

The Erening Telegreph also published a Lr ader condemuiag the malicious attack 
upon the Jews. It says : * Toreasonable men we shall not appeal in vain, The 
Jews have had a hard lot in the world’s history There is only one other 
people on the face of the earth which has suffered persecation approachin 
theirs, and thatother people is the Irish, To our credit, history so far must record 
that Ireland stands alone amongst nations in freedom from the odium of having out- 
raged and persecuted the Jews, who as aration have seen exiled from their native 
country.

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OBITUARY. 


THE REY. A. BARNETT. 

We regret to have to announce the death of the Rey. Abraham Barnett, the late 
First Reader of the New Synagogue, who died at bis residence , 5, Walterton Road, 
St. Peter's Park, on Monday evening. The deceased did not suffer from any disease, 
9: dad only taken to his bed for a few days, the cause of death being decay of 
ratare. The Revs. I. Samueland Nh. Harris, of the Bayswater Synagogue, Mr, Samp- 
sgn, of the New Synagogue .and others were present at his death. Mr. Barnett was 
in the 80th year of hisage, His vigorous constitution was not a little strengthened 
by his habit, even when a septuagenarian, of taking a cold bath every morning, 
during winter as well as in summer, Mr. Barnett was a native of London, and may, 
therefore, be regarded as the father of English Chazonim, 
David Barnett, a man of humble circumstances,

He received his education at the

friendship was acknowledged by Mr. Barnett in the letter, in which he placed his 
resignation in the hands of the Wardens and Committee, and one of the last visits 
which he paid was to Mr, Cohen’ on the day before the New Year, when he called on 
his former colleague to offer him the compliments of the season, In his letter of 
resignation, dated February ISth, 1884, Mr. Barnett, (after mentioning that he would 
have taken this etep earlier had not. his friend and colleague, the Rev. I.Cohen, under- 
taken to perform hisduties when ke himself wasincapable of acting) wrote : “ During 
the time I have held the office of minister, extending over forty-three years, I have 
striven, both in and out of the synagogue, to use my utmost exertions to give 
general satisfaction. In retiring from the office I have so long held pray accept 
my heartfelt thanks for the kindness I have ever received from you, expressing my 
sorrow at parting from a congregation I have so long servel anl highly esteemed, 
fervently praying for its continued prosperity.” 

The great ¢steem in which Mr, Barnett was held by his congregation was shown 
some 28 years ago, when he was presented by the members of the synagogue with a 
handsome service of silver plate, and ata later period, when through the establish- 
ment of the United Synagogue the New Synagogue lostits autonomy, the Com- 
mittee olflicially recognised his long anc efficient services by presenting him, as they 
also did to Mr, Cohen, with an illuminated address on vellum, 

Lesides being gifted with a fine voice, which retained some of its vigour up to 
the last years of his ministrations, especially on the High Festivals, Mr, Darnett was 
a Reader of the highest ability, Although not a man of deep learning, 


he was an excellent Hebrew scholar ; he thoroughly understood the 
Liturgy, and took especial pains with his pronunciation, which was as 


c'ear as it was correct. Asa Baal Koreh hedisplayed the same markedability, The 


extra-synagogal duties which have of late years been taken up by the Jewish clergy 
were long fulfilled by Mr, Barnett, and public charities as well as many private 
persons have had good cause to appreciate his successful pleadings in their behalf, In 
Jewish education he took particular interest, and one of his greatest delights was to 
visit the Jewish schools, notably the one on Stepney Green, and examine the 
pupils, The remains of the deceased Chasan were interred yesterday afternoon at 
the West Ham Cemetery, the service being read by his successor in office, the Rev, 
M, A, Epstein, Mr. Barnett leaves two sons and two daughters to mourn his lo-s 
MR, RALPH H. SAMUEL, OF LIVERPOOL, 


We regret to announce the death of Mr. Ralph Henry Samuel, who was for 
many years one of the most prominent members of the Jewish community of Liver- 
pool, and has long been distinguished by his commercial eminence in that city. 
Mr, Samuel, whose demise took place on Monday last, at the Langham Hotel, 
London, was in his teventy-eighth year. For the last six or seven years he has 
been the victim of an acute illness, which incapacitated him from taking an active 
part in commercial matters, and it was his practice to pass the winter at Torquay. 
Ife was spending a few days in London last week on his way to the South of 
England, when his illness assumed an alarming form, which resulted in the melan- 
choly event we now chronicle, 

Mr, Rh. H. Samuel was a native of Liverpool, and belonged to a family which 
has been identified with the growth and prosperity of the Jewish community of that 
city, His grandfather was one of the earliest Jewish settlers in Liverpool, and it 
was probably due to his exertions that the first synagogue there was founded. The 
deceased entercd upon commercial pursuits early in life, and betook himself to the 
Brazilian trade, with the development of which in this country he has been pro- 
minently associated. He himself visited Brazil about forty years ago, returning 
aftera few years’ absence to take a distinguished position among Liverpool mer- 
chants, and to mark out for himse!fa career of honour, integrity, and usefulness, 
which carned for him the universal e:teem of his fellow-citizens of all classes and 
creeds, Mr. Samuel took a lively personal interest in all the concerns of the 
Jewish community of Liverpool, and contributed largely to all its charities and 
institutions, Attached to the Old Hebrew Congregation, he more than on-ve filled 
the oflice of Senior Warden, paying much attentioa to improving the character of

Building Fund, and subsequently, when the foundation stone was to be laid, the 
congregation paid him the high compliment of inviting him to perform that cere- 
mony, Which he did in 1873. His private benefactions were both numerous and 
geverous, and many a man who has been ruined through misfortune in business 
owes his repaired fortunes to the helping hand held out to him by the deceased. 
Mr. Samuel was a man of very sound business judgment, firm though moderate ir 
opinion, and solid tn all his business policy. Ie was of cultured tastes, and diffused 
a epirit of refinement throughout his circle, in which were aumbered friends of many 
persuasions and tastes, who found in it.congenial resources of friendship and intel- 
lectual yr tification Ile leaves a large [ imily of sons and daughters, of whom the

THE UNITED SYNAGOGUE, 


On Tuesday next the Scheme for revising. the Financial Arrangements of 
the United Synagogue will be further considered by the Council. The chief 
clauses—embodying the principle of the Scheme—were adopted at the last 
meeting, and those now remaining (Clauses XIII. to XX1.) refer chietly to de- 
tails. The debate at the special meeting of the 20th ult. cannot be.said to have 
been worthy of the oceasion. A new departure was about to be taken with 
regard to the central body of the whole community. It was fitting that such 
a weighty measure should be discussed on its merits with a due conscions- 
ness of the importance of the occasion. We have ourselyes contributed to 
the best of our power to a complete understanding of the new scheme, and 
we had hoped that when it came before the Council, it would have received 
a free, full and fair discussion on its merits and quite apart from personal 
considerations. In this hope we have been completely disappointed, 

The discussion that did take place—if discussion is the fitting word— 
did not, except in one or two instances, deal with the merits of the question, 
Mr. Lionet Conen treated it with his usual ability and practical sense. But 
the remainder of the speakers skirted round the subject, raised side issues, 
and, finally and worst of all, introduced personal allusions quite foreign to 
the purpose. Indeed, the whole meeting left a suspicion that the attitude of 
various critics was dictated by motives far removed from the interests of the 
United Synagogue. The question before the meeting was not whether one 
member of the Council set class against class, or that another was attempting 
to set up as dictator to the community, Such points were quite foreign to 
the purpose of the meeting or the important question before the Council. 

The personal altercations which thus marved the object of the meeting 


are to be deprecated not alone on the ground of the time lost and their own | 


irrelevant nature, The example set, it is to be feared, may have abad effect 


on the whole tone of communal discussion. One of the claims set up for 
the United Synagogue was that its debates would be far above the level of 
the vestry discussions natural in small communities. The larger scope of 
action was to give a more impersonal tone to the discussion, a loftier stand- 
point to the whole proceedings. In the past mucn of this promise has been 
fulfilled, and it is greatly to be rewretted that on the eve of a new phase in 
its history the United Synagogue should take altogether a lower level in 
diseussing by far the most important scheme that has come before it since it 
was called into existence,

‘Son of Manasse’’—in itself a curious form of nomenclature—referred to a Jew, 
But in the notiecs referring to Bletchington there is some further evidence abut 
this “ Fil’ Manasse,”’ which puts it almost beyond doubt that we have in hin 
the first Anglo-Jew named in history. For it is there reported that he had been 
fined for holding the land without the King’s license. In the case of an English. 
man pure and simple, this would have been unnecessary, whereas at this cirly 
period the holding of land by a Jew was exceptional and needed special li 
frou the King. This additional item therefore cliaches the matter and enallos 
us to say with some degree of confidence that the tirst English Jew mentioned in 
a historical document, and that the most impor tant document of the time, is this 
Ben Manasse. Curious that the first Jew mentioned at this early date should 
bear the sume name as the still more celebrated Mannasseh who was the first 
to return to the shores of England 570 years afterwards. 

The presence of a Jew at such a comparatively unimportant village as [lct- 
chington is signilicant in many ways. It shows the rapid spread of the Jews 


‘who were invited over by the Conqueror from Rouen, and raises the suspicion 


that the references in Anglo-Saxon charters to Jews may not have been mere 
formal references. Or if they had spread so far in the twenty vears that had 
elapsed between the Battle of Hastings—if Prof. Freeman will permit us to 9 
the name—and the publication of Doinesday, they must have answered to the 
one pressing economic need ofthe day. This ignorance may term “ usury,” but 
in accurate knowledge of the facts is now likely to term the distribution of 
capital, so sorely needed in the new economic conditions of a kingdom for th 
first tine thrown open to Luropean commerce.

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FOREIGN NEWS, 
ARABIA, 

The largest Jewish community in Asia is that in Bagdad, which numbers about 
10,000 souls, The town centains some 2) synagogues. Twice weekly the Chief Rabbi 
and the other Ecclesiastical authorities assemble ia the Great Synagowue, where they 
sit as a Tribunal for hearing civil causes concerning Jews, Criminal cases must. 
however, be tried by the Imperial Turkish Courtof Justice. The community main- 
tains a Yeshiba, which is attended by some 200 persons, among whom are to be found 
men already far advanced in years. It is not uansual in Bagdad for a merchant or 
an artisan, simply from loveof the study of the Law, to devote many hours aud even 
nights to the sacred and rabbinical writings, Numerous schools are provided for 
the young but the only efficient school is that of the Alliance Israclite Universelle. 
In religious matters there is little to distinguish the Bagdad Jews from their 
Wes‘ern coreligionists, Polygamy is permitted among the Jews of Bagdad, but it 
is not practised to any great extent, 

ALGERIA. 

A demonstration ofan unusual charac‘er occurred at Algiers on the evening 
of the Day of Atonement. A considerasle number of Jewish soldiers gathered ‘in 
front of the synagogue in the Place Randon, and when the Grand Rabbi emerged 
therefrom they bitterly reproached him for not having taken the necessary steps to 
obtain leave for them on the occasion of the Fast.

The Beni Israel community in Bombay is at present greatly preoccupied on 
account of a dispute regarding the management of the synagogue in Sédmuel Street, 
‘The dispute has cu'minated ina law suit which has been heard in the Civil Court 
presided over by Mr. Justice Scott. The plaintiffs, Abraham Jac»b Awasker and 
others, prayed that the Court might declare that the defendants, David Haim 
Devoker and others, held no official position in the synagogue, and that they shorld 
hand over all the monies and furniture of the synagogue now ia their hands. In 
the written statement of the defendants, ove of their members was described as 
having been appointed “Sir Puneh,’.a title in regard to the administration of 
synagogue affairs of which we have-.hitberto been ignorant, When our latest 
advices left Bombay, the case had not neluded. 

While the above mentioned case was sub-judice, Mr, Justice Scott was also 
engaged with the affairs of the Beni Israel in another and more pleasant direction, 
His lordship presided on Sunday, the 5th September, at the annual meeting of the 
Beni Israel Benevolent Society. ‘This institution was founded in 1855 for the 
relief of the poor and he!p'ess widows, destitate orphans, and infirm men and women 
bélonging tothiscommunity, Its pres nt President is Mr. Haeem Samuel, one of 
the foremost men among the Beni Isriel ; Mr. David Aaron. is Vice-President, and 
Mr. Abraham Daniel, Honorary Secretary and Treasurer, ‘The list of contributors 
contains the names of members of several religious denominations, Amongst the 
English donors appear the names of his eilency Lard iieay, Governor of 
bay, Lieut,-General Phayre, Sir W. Wedderdurn, Dart, and Brigadier General J, 
Blair, Political Resident at Aden (Arabia) where there are numerous contributors, 
The subscription list also emphasises the fact that a considerable proportion of 
Beni I-rael serve in the Indiau army, mavy of them as officers. One gentleman, 
Mr. Solomon Jacob, is Bandmas‘er of the 19th Regiment. At the meeting already 
referred to, Mr. Justice Scott delivered an admirable address, in Which he warmly 
eulogi:ed the spirit of solidarity and charity prevailing among the Jews; in referring 
to the work of the Benevolent Society his lordship mentioned with satisfaction that 
not a single Beni Israel beggar was to be found in the streets of India, or in auy part 
of Ipdia. The Leni Israel artisans, besides, had a greatreputation for their skill, 
aud their soldiers were well kaown for their disciplineand bravery,

JEWS AND 


On Shemini Atsereth the Rev, S. Singer preached at the St. Petersburgh Place 
Synagogue from the text, Proverbs xxviii. 1", “* He that tilleth his land shall be 
satisfied with bread.’ We give the following extract from Mr. Singer's address. 
While it can be said with truth that the observance of the Feast of Ingathering as 
a Harvest Thanksgiving indicates how completely our religions teachings are in 
harmony with che interests of our fellow-men, it is also true that in the actual prac- 
tice of Israelites there is room for placing themselves more in agreement and accord 
with the life of the general community of which they form a part—a change which, 
in their case, would involve not so much the adoption of new callings as the retura 
to old and neglected ones. The charge is still sustained against us that we are 
strange elements in any country where we take up our abode. It is a charge dae, l 
LeHeve, to a great extent to our refusal or our slowness to accommodate ourselves 
to that variety of pursuits necessary for the maintenance of a healthy national life, 
If you wi«h to bring about such social relations between Jews and their neighbours 
as shall be productive of the maximum of good and attended with the minimum of 
evil, you must do so by assimilating their occupations to those of their neighbours, 
Something more must be done than has hitherto been attempted to rectify in a prac- 
tical way the too exclusive tendency of Jews to devote the mselves to commerce and 
a few handicrafts. The restrictions having been withdrawn that kept toem perforce 
from the cultivation of the soil, it dees seem a subject for regret that they are so 
slow to avail thems-lves of their enlatged opportunities. -Even the formation in one 
part of the British dominions of a Jewish agricultural colony on a small scale— 
gratifying as such a movement is—hardly satisfies the requirements of the case, 
Woald it not be well if those of our brethren who devvte a large portion of their 
time, means and labour t» the ameliofation of the conditon of our poor, were to 
turn their attention to this matter also! Among the various employments to which 
our Board of Guardians apprentices poor Jewish lads, for whom life is likely to be 
a hard struggle, there ix, 1 believe, none conne in any Way ith the evltivation 
of the soil. The mere suggestion will perhapa be received with surprise, B+ that 
as it may, here is a noteworthy and many a thoughtfal mind will consider;an ugly 
fact (rut of scinn Jew ~—-& low estimate of the pumber of our brethren inhabiting 
the United Kingdom—not less than a third of whom are in a state of chronic desti- 
tution —how many become what their fathers were, herdsmen and tillers of the 
ground! You would not want the fingers of one hind to count them. Is this a 
healthy state of things? Of course no one dreams that it is possible to convert an 
urban ‘into a rural population suddenly, by the touch of a magician’s wand ; nor is 
aDYOUMe 80 unreasonable as LO desire it. Bat a beyinning ought to be made to restore 
some fraction at least of the Jewish people to their former vocations and at the same 
time to increase their general usefalneas, Some well-meaning philanthropi-ts, who 
think it necessary for us to establish a re formatory of our owu 10f the worst clase of 
youth to be fouad AmMOonY’ Us, would ré commend that an experiment should be made 
with, farming. lt is opento doubt whether the worst sort of boys will make the best 
eort of farmers. but it is certain, that if an experiment is made, it should be tried 
with those of geod character and of proved capacity for some kind of honest work. 
That there aredifficulties in the way none will deny ; so there are in the way of 
every other pursuit. The depressed state of agriculture at hom* must be taken 
into account ()a the other hand we daily hear almost every revion of Greater 
Britain crying out, not for the class of emigrants—fortane-hunters and waitera upon 
Providence —-of whom we supply oor full share, but for more agricultural labourers 
and of these the Jews would do well to furnish their fair contingent. The labour 
cannot be more nor the remuneration leas than that which falls‘to the lot of 
thousands of our brethrea who come under the thraldom of the “ sweater,” or who. 
in the congested state of the labour market in large towns, are com pelled to 
accept almost any wagea, however small, and to give in return almost any work. 
however much, Anyhow, there is no reason why Jews sthould be the only ri ligious 
denomination, the members of which can io the majority of cases be recognised by 
their secular vocation, It is not by their calling that Jews should be distinguished. 
but by the manner in which they follow it; by the thoroughness and cons tientious- 
ness with which they di vote themselves to their respective pursuits ; hy doing with 
all their might, physical, intellectual and moral. whatever tteir hand finds to do. 
Let us hope that wholerome changes in this direction are in store for us : that the 
well-knowm adaptability of the Jewish race may soon be pat to the test in’ the 
most varied forms ; that, as one résalt, their ancient aptitude for a pastoral and 
agricultural life may be revived, se that the harvest fes ival may again have for us 
a direct and personal interest, and a fair proportron Amon us may ina vi ry
